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1. The disclosure is objected to because of the following 
informalities: The specification contains grammatic and other 
errors. Examples are below. To be fully responsive to this 
action. Applicant must make a bona fide attempt to correct any 
other errors. Column 4, line 44, "flight", should be "fly". 
Column 4, line 45, "is", should be "are". At column 4, line 4,9, 
"flights" needs to be replaced by "flies". Column 4, line 59, 
"highly-ordered", should more properly be "high-ordered". Column 
4, line 61, "are mixed deposited", is ungrammatic. At column 5, 
line 39, "more" needs to be deleted. Column 7, line 19, omits 
"a" after "such". In the claims, "a light", claim 5, line 10, is 
nonidiomatic and should be "light". 

Appropriate correction is required. 

2. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph, because the specification, while being enabling for 
semi -amorphous material, does not reasonably provide enablement 
for a mixture of amorphous and crystalline structures. The 
specification does not enable any person skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to 
make and use the invention commensurate in scope with these 
claims. Note the specification always uses the term "semi- 
amorphous" and gives specific methods to make this specific 
material . 

3. Claims 5-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point 
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out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

4. Claim 5, recites a PIN photoelectric conversion element a 
lines 4-8, but also recites a thin film transistor as sensing 
light at line 10. To one of ordinary skill such a wording means 
that both the PIN diode and the TFT are light sensing, but such a 
recitation is confusing in light of the specification, 

5. Claims 5-7 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to 
overcome the rejection (s) under 35 U.S.C, 112 set forth in this 
Office action. 

6. Note no reference discloses, or can be combined to yield, 
the PIN and thin film transistor using the same layer and formed 
actually on a substrate. Especially .note previously cited 
Murotami is not a true TFT. Also note that newly cited Miller 
uses the substrate as part of the PIN diode. 

7. Claims 8-28 are allowed over the art of record as follows.
